Plow and prepare land in the fall 


or late summer thoroughly as for 
a garden fertilizing -with chemicals 
and rotted manure. Grade theBlawn 
before winter. 


In the spring regrade the surface 


cultivating mot to exceed 2 inche 
deep; add 500 pounds per acre of the 
following mixture: 300 pounds of 
nitrate of soda, 400 pounds muriate 
potash, 1300 pounds acid rock, work- 
ed into the soil with a hand rake. 


Not earlier than June 1, sow a 


mixture of equal parts by weight of 
white clover, blue grass and Rhode 
Island Bent igrass, or Henderson's 
lawn 
mixture. 
Sow thickly. The 


ground should be covered with seed; 
cover with a hand rake and roll. 


Keep out the weeds; cut frequent- 


ly with a lawn mower but do not 
clip too closely. Fertilize with a 'com- 
plete chemical fertilizer in the spring 
once in midsummer, and again in the 
fall. 


It is not necessary to top dress 


with stable manure. A lawn prepared 
in this manner will last indefinitely.
